“Get away from your work and take a holiday” is a prescription fre- 
quently handed out by members of the medical profession to the jaded city 
office worker. The advice is usually based on the prediction that the 
eternal grind of routine work day in and day out, week after week and 
month after month has impaired the nerves and that change of scenery and 
new activities is all that is required to steady the nerves and tone up the 
flagging system. 

Excellent advice unquestionably, but surely as applicable to the man 
and the woman on the farm and to the small town or village merchant or 
worker as to the denizens of the larger centres. 

As a matter of fact the former to-day are probably in greater need 
of the recuperative benefits of change of scene than are the latter for the 
very good reason that no one has sustained a continuous barrage of hard} 
knocks and trying conditions more than the man on the land and his family) 
who have withstood a tremendous and prolonged siege aganist the com- 
bined forces of economic and agricultural depression. 

The farmer and his wife and the occupants of the small towns and 
villages have been the shock troops of a terrific encounter with over- 
whelming forces for a long period. They have been the closest to the con- 
flict and have borne the brunt of the fray for a term of weary years 

No one can undergo such a lengthy strain without feeling some de- 
leterious effects on the nervous system and the physical frame and it would 
be more than surprising if tempers have not become frayed and health, 


if not visibly impaired, at least threatened under such an ordeal. | 

Such being the case, it is not at all amiss to suggest that the time 
has come when the workers on the prairies should plan to take a well 
earned holiday this summer, even if it has to be limited to a week True, 
it may be difficult to arrange for the necessary care for livestock and other 
things which must be provided for in the absence of the family from home, 
but such obstacles can usually be overcome with a little ingenuity and 
planning. 

Objection might also be raised that it costs money to go away on a 
vacation and that there is so little of this commodity available as a result 
of the pressure of economic conditions of the past few years. Perfectly | 
true, but here again the difficulty is not insuperable, except perhaps in ex- 
treme cases for, under present day circumstances it is possible to contrive | 
a holiday with very little expense | 

For the majority of prairie residents the conveyance problem is al-) 
ready solved. There are few who do not either own or can get the use of 
a car or truck, even though it may be of ancient vintage; and where 
these are not available there is at least a wagon and team. 

A car and a tent or a truck or wagon and tarpaulin available, the! 
twin problem of transport and temporary housing are solved. As for the 
question of sustenance this also is not difficult of solution on the prairies 
in the summer time. Some comestibles can be carried along on the trip and 
others can be procured from small town merchants and farm houses at 
not greater cost than if they were purchased at home. 

About the only additional expense of such a holiday trip is the cost of 
gasoline and oil, if auto or truck is used, and this can be kept within 
reasonable limits if the vacationist curbs the temptation to travel long dis- 
tances and burn up road mileage at great speed. One does not have to go 
far from home to find new and interesting things and the leisurely pace 
is the one that affords the most beneficial results. | 

Such a holiday should yield dividends in improved mental and bodily! 
health and it may be made to give educational returns to all members of 


the participating famiy. The alert vacationist will inevitably pick up 


some idea on such a tour which he can put to practical use on his return 
home. Contact with new minds will invariably result in broadening the 
outlook on life and incidents and scenes will be absorbed and cherished 
later. Incidentally, and as an aside, a camera, if one is available may be 
made a valuable adjunct to a vacation trip 

Much more might be said about the virtues and values of a holiday. 
Suffice it to say that the man and his family who take a little time off for 
a change of scene and use the time sensibly will reap dividends that can- 
not be estimated in dollars and cents. 

Early planning, too, has its advantages. Apart from the pleasure of 
anticipation it will provide, planning ahead will ensure proper provision 
against contingencies and enable the adventure to be taken with peace of 
mind, an important concomitant of a real vacation

The great 
prevalence of weed seeds in western 
barley was a serious handicap to its 
sale to Ontario hog-raisers as feed. 

Prof. Knox said he was not aware 
of any cereal grain that would give 
quality of finish in a hog, better 
color of fat and firmness of finish, 
50 well as barley. In Denmark, 
Great Britain, South Africa, and 
other hog-raising countries, barley 
was regarded as the best of all 
grains for hogs. 

An average of 73 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s total barley production in the 
last five years was fed to livestock 
on Canadian farms, said a_ report 
submitted by W. R. White, chief of 
the feed division of the Dominion 
department of agriculture’s seed 
branch, Corn, the report was 
barley's chief competitor.

A recent bill introduced by O. L. 
Boulanger, liberal member for Bel- 
lechasse, Que. for the purpose of 
removing the outside Civil Service, 
including most Dominion employees 
outside of Ottawa from the jurisdic- 
tion of the Civil Service Commission, 
was viewed with dismay by all Civil 
Servants but particularly by the 
country, village and = small-town 
postmasters, Under previous govern- 
ments this class of employee suffered 
particularly in Quebec and the Mar- 
itime provinces and even some in 
the other provinces also. Mr. Veniot, 
Postmaster General in the previous 
King Government, set a very bad 
example and was followed by Mr. 
Sauve, Postmaster General of the 
Bennett government who although 
he promised to abolish the spoils or 
patronage system, found the pres- 
sure from those who wanted jobs too 
great for him and during his term 
of office he equalled, if not exceeded, 
the previous record set by Mr. Veniot. 


Under these circumstances it was 
only natural that a change in gov- 
ernment again oaused much perturb- 
ation amongst the Post Offices in 
Eastern Canada particularly and the 
Dominion Secretary of the Canadian 
Postmasters’ Association, Mr, C. D, 
Griffith, accompanied by Col. E. J.

Weekly News Letter 


from Edmonton. 
By T. B. WinpRoss 


KDMONTON, Alberta. —The first 
session of Alberta's eighth legialat- 
ure prorogued during the past week 
after nine weeks of strenuous work 
and after placing on the atatute 
books of the province 108 new laws 
and amendments to present acts 

Following the end of the session 
the Social Credit members held a 
3 or 4-session caucus, during which 
@ summary of the legislation was 
considered before the members left 
for home. It was stated all the 
Crediter members are on call for an- 
other caucus in case one is needed 

sefore leaving the members of the 
iegislature in all parties drew their 
indemnities of 81.800 each, amount- 
ing in the aggregate to nearly $114,- 
000. 

During the prerent week both 
Premier Aberhart and Hon. E. C. 
Manning left for Vancouver, the 
former for a 2-weeks’ holiday and 
the latter on hia honeymoon. Mr. 
Manning’s wedding day was Tues- 
day. 


During the early part of the week 
D. M. Duggan, Conservative leader, 
predicted a break in Social Credit 
ranke at no far distant date. He 
said it was obvious during the latter 
days of the session that a leftiet and 
rightist division was developing in 
the government party. It became 
more evident each day that various 
members were thinking for them- 
selves more and more on questions 
of legislation. 

It did seem at times, when legis- 
lation that had not been caucused 
was before the house, that some of 
the government supporters had views 
more independent than is usual with 
a political party in power. But 
how far the predictions of Mr. Dug- 
gan may be true is not clear. The 
Premier himself denied there was 
anything like left and right wings 
to the Social Credit party in the 
legislature. 


Exemption of 15 cent single or 
aggregate purchases from the 2% 
ultimate purchasers’ sales tax was 
given by the legislature near the 
close of the session, when the bill 
providing for this tax was passed. 
[t is estimated that the revenue 
from this source will be about $2,- 
000,000. 


Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, announced that the 
province hoped a beginning may be 
made this year on a 5 year program 
to burd surface or pave 1,000 miles 
of provincial highways In reply 
to a question arked hy J J Bowlen.

time to fulfill his promises That 
sounds like a Gilbert and Sullivan 
situation and the government will 
have to wait full 18 months now 
before it sees Mr. Shandro leading 
his dividend-demanders to the as- 
sault,
